All sub-agents are to be discharged at 
once and special or reduced rates for all 
classes of persons, including those here- 
tcrfore issued on account of freight ship- 
pers, manufacturers, commercial trav- 
elers, theatrical companies, circusee, 
base ball clubs, students, hunters, fish- 
ermen, steamboatmen, police, members 
of the press, hotels, charity laborers, 
national soldiers' homes, mayors, orders 
and sisters of charity, are abolished.

Contracts made with local newspapers 
for the year 1887, to pay for advertising 
and transportation, will, however, be car- 
ried out 


Local tickets to ministers will be con- 
tinued at two cents a mile, as will also 
round trip tickets for thirty days.

into effect April 1. 


A CLO^CALL. 


Narrow Escape of Children From the 
Blazing St. Joseph Home. 


CINCINNATI, O., March 30.—A fire 
broke out in the closet, near the stair- 
way, in the third story of the St. Jo- 
seph's Children's home, in Coreyville, 
this morning, while the janitor was on 
the lower floor and while the matron 
and two assistants were at mass. In the 
third story about twenty children from 
four to ten years of age were sleeping. 


One of these was awakened by smoke. 
She aroused the other sleepers and the 
elder children carried the younger ones 
safely down. The janitor arrived in 
time to save the last infant and a prompt 
reponne by the fire department saved 
the building from destruction. In five 
minutes more the fire would have out 
off egress from the dormetory.

Daritt and O'Brien Pay Their Respects 
to the Coercion Leader. 


LONDON, March 30.—Michael Davitt, 
presiding at a meeting of the national 
league of Dublin, last night, said the 
very stringency of the Balfour measure 
appeared to him to be a favorable fea- 
ture. He was not prepared to say what 
it might be necessary for Irish manhood 
to do when naked tyranny reigned in 
Ireland.

''When Balfour shall have 
had experience in the results of doer 
cion," said O'Brien, "he will find 
plank bed a much more tolerable conch 
than the bed for the chief secretary for 
Ireland."

The West Palls to Keep Pace With the 
East In the Matter of CIvU 
Service Reform. 


WASHINGTON, 
M a r c h 
30.—Secretary 
John L. Doyle, of the civil service com- 
mission, has just returned from a three 
weeks' tour to difierent cities, where he 
he has been conducting regular exami- 
nations at certain places. He held ex- 
aminations at Pittsburg and Williams- 
port, Pa.; Rochester and Buffalo, N. Y.; 
Detroit, Lansing and Grand Rapids, 
Mich.; Toledo and Cleveland, O.; Fort 
Wayne, Ind. 


Mr. Doyle says he took special pains 
to inquire of postmasters and boards of 
examiners, and of leading citizens with 
whom he came in contact, abont the 
growth of civil seivice reform sentiment 
in the west, and feels satisfied it has not 
made any such advance in the west as it 
has in the east. 
In New York and 
Maesachusette state civil service boards 
and rules have been in operation for sev- 
eral years, and the people have a clearer 
comprehension of the purpose sought to 
be obtained than exists in the west. But 
there is a growing reform sentiment in 
the west. In several of the western 
cities civil service reform associations 
have been organized, and they are do- 
ing good work, and in several of the 
western states efforts are being made to 
establish state boards under regular 
rules.

THEJOOMS. 


A Few Plain Truths on the Practleeof 
Gambling In Real Estate. 


A level-headed writer in a southern 
paper 
discountenances the "bucket- 
shop" way of working the boom which 
is now on in some sections of the south, 
and which it denounces as nothirg bet- 
ter than "a gamble." "Alrefldy," says 
this writer, "they are gambling in real 
estate just as they gamble elsewhere in 
stocks, and, aa soon as the reaction sets 
in, as it surely will, the poor people who 
haTe put their little all upon it will come 
out fleeced. No enterprise is legitimate 
which rests on such foundations. No 
prosperity can last which is not built 
upon honest labor. 
'Booms,' as they 
are called, are snares; and nothing is so 
illusory as 'paper booms.'" 


''This is good reasoning," says the 
Chicago Journal, 
"and it is sound 
sense. There is quite too much 'boom- 
ing. Roing on at present, and the south 
is not the only scene of it. It prevails 
widely from the Mississippi river to the 
Pacific. A St Louis paper the other 
day published two columns of specials 
and newspsper extracts from nearly a 
score of places in che west and south 
where real estate speculation is BOW 
at 
fever heat. And this does not include 
the whole of them by any means. Ean- 
sas Cify, Omaha, Tcpeka nnd other 
placea are laying ont lots miles from the 
center of business, and attaching to the 
land values that are wholly fictitious. It 
will be remembered that Indianapolis 
did the same thing some years ago. The 
'city of concentiic circles' expected to 
oome near filling the whole space be- 
tween Lake Michigan and the Ohio 
river. That was some twenty j ears ago, 
bvt the Indiana capital is yet enbstan* 
tially confined within the narrow limits 
of White river and Pogue's Bun. 
The 
deluded people who excbavged valuable 
farms for worthless lots in suburban ad- 
ditions with grand names, left all they 
had by the bargain, and \rhen the boom 
finally collapsed the city fell so hard 
that it has not yet fully recovered from 
the shock. 


"Other over-boomed towns will share 
a similar fate. While the fbver lasts 
shrewd speculators may reap golden 
harvests, but excitements of this kind 
can not, 
in the nature of thin{?s. last 
long, and when the end ccmes somebody 
is bound to get hurt. And not only in- 
dividuals, but entire communities, suffer 
serious loss by such wild speculations."

•CUSTOMS OF THE JAPANESE. 


Sjctraoto from an Interestlns 


FollteneM. Good Sfatare and Honcaty. 
In bis lecture Professor Edward 8. 
Morse began by correcting the very com- 
mon but erroneous iiea thai thè Chihese 
and Japanese resemble eadi other. 
They 
areaJOSIiated in blood, but hecould almo^ 
say that the Americans resemble the 
Chinese more than do their insular 
neighbors. 
The rude, hurrying crowds 
upon the Chinese streets, the bustling 
mercantile spirit, the customs of the 
table, the architecttfre—ahnost every 
peculiarity in detail, when held up and 
compared with those of the Japanese, 
show that the Chinese resemble Ameri- 
cans more closely than they do their 
Mongol neighbors. 


The Japanese do not, as their tradi- 
tions say, come from the sun, but are the 
result of an admixture of many bloods 
firom many sources. The Chinese would, 
as one has said, ''hold dear at a platter 
of rice a single fact as to the causes of 
things." 
The Japanese seek constantly 
for causation, and their strength comes 
from the constant search for reascois, 
while the Chinese are content to accept 
results without question. The Japanese, 
in politenesa, gentleness, kindliness, and 
all that makes life sweet and graceful, 
are as far in advance of us as we are of 
the Terra del Fu^eans. 
The Japanese 
have really two different languages. 
They speak a polysyllabic and write a 
monosyllabic l^guage- 
As if we were 
to speak in Engli^ and write in Greek. 
They cannot speak their written lan- 
guage. 
When a Japanese youth leaves 
school at 18 he knows perhaps 6,000 or 
8,000 words, each representing a distinct 
idea. 
Later, if he studies, he may know 
10,000 or 13,000. If he becomes a pro- 
found student he will master 50,000 or 
60,000. 
Tlie written language is simply 
an archaic Chinese. 


The speaker then described the political 
status of the mikado, the 12l6t monarch 
of his name, and the social distinctions of 
the empire. 
The records of the dynasty 
are scarcely valuable, as the priests of the 
days when Buddhism first gained a hear- 
ing in Japan tampered with their records 
in order to give their church an antiquity 
equal to that claimed for Buddha. The 
present mikado is the first of twenty 
rulers who has betìi known to set his foot 
upon the ^ound, or upon whose face the 
vulgar have ever been allowed to look. 
In Japan, the farmer stands above the 
mercliant, the teacher above the farmer, 
and the ^mri—at once the 
fighters, 
poets and agists—highest among the com- 
moners. 
Below the merchanis are the 
laborers, the coòli« on the street and, 
lowest of all, a class of outlaws. 


The Japanese ai« at all times polite— 
they never have an impolite mood. 
American sli^pping on the b ^ k and ' 'how 
are you, Bill," manners are utterly in- 
comprehensible to chem. Japanese do 
not kiiss, shake hands or embrace. 
They 
ply bow, sometimes for five minutes 
'a time. 
Their bows are so nicely grad- 
uated as to express a wide range of sen- 
timent. 
They are never petulant, and 
they laugh when they see an American 
lose his temper. 
They never swear— 
they have notìiing to swear with. 
They 
haven't even the feminine profanity of 
"Oh, my!" «'good gracious" or "dear 
me." 
Eating upon the street is consid- 
ered a rudeness, even among children 
and the very poor. 
It is not only rude to 
contradict another, but rude to have a 
different opinion. 
This has its disadvan- 
tage, especially when one is in search of 
information, as no one will be impolite 
enough to correct his errors. 
Women 
are the servants at their own tables, as 
they do not sit with their husbands or 
neighbors. 
It is rude to criticise food or 
service at a hotel or restaurant. 
There 
every comer is a guest as if at a private 
house. 


No matter how pressing one's business 
at a house, it js rude to mention it until 
the very last thing, and then only inci- 
dentally. 
The same is true of a letter. 
There may be a roll of paper sixteen feet 
long, with fifteen feet and 
nine inches 
of humbug, and three inches of business. 
the only thing for which the letter is 
written. 


No woman is ever insulted or even an- 
noyed on the street. 
A lady may travel 
by night or day, unattended, throughout 
Japan quite safe from any affront. Kind- 
ness to animals is universal, and haa be- 
come proverbial. 
Crows are the scaven- 
gers upon the city streets, and are never 
harmed. 
Birds build in city houses; wild 
fowl alight in the ponds of the parks. If 
a dog goes to sleep in . the busiest street, 
the crowd will turn aside rather than dis- 
turb liim. 
A dog does not know what is 
meant when a stone is thrown at it. In 
a busy village street in the inland sea, the 
speaker has walked with the wild deer 
which has come in from the forest trott- 
ing, at either side of him, waiting for the 
rinds of the watermelon which he was 
eating. 
The j^eople study nature with a 
true artistic instinct which shows its ef- 
fect in their wonderful skill in the me- 
chanical arts. 
The Japanese have neither 
corns nor other "miseries" of the feet, 
and have wonderful command of their 
toes for various useful purposes, which 
speaks well for their shoes. 


The partitions in Japanese houses are 
simply movable screens, and not only 
can these be removed and all the rooms 
thrown into one, but most of the outer 
walls may also be taken out, and in hot 
weather the family inhabits an open, airy 
position. 
In speaking of hoiisehold mat- 
ters, the speaker referred to tMe charming 
diversity of finish and ornamentation, 
the exquisite finish, the entire absence of 
stiffness and formality and the bilateral 
monstrosities which mark the arrange- 
ment of so many of our houses. 


The speaker said that for a Japanese to 
come to an American table and see a 
mail heaving at a gory piece of meat 
with a knife is an experience pecuharly 
homblo. 
Klnives are unknown upon 
Japanese tables. 
The chopsticks are uni- 
versal, and they have some decided ad- 
vantages over knives and forks.—Detroit 
Free Press. 


I/tfarnlns Frenob Bnele Calls. 


The Paris reports that the drummers 
and trumpeters of the German army are 
hard at work learning the béats and calls 
of the French troops. 
It also alleges that 
in many engagements in the war of 1870 
the command to cease firing was given 
to the French infantiy by German buglers, 
and that a command to liait, sounded bv 
the same buglei-s, often stopped a charge 
of French cavalry and placed them in a

This one has a depres- 
sion in her cheek, and that is what she is 
poking with her finger. She expects so 
to strengthen the muscles in her cheek as 
to make it full and plump and round, as 
it ought to be, and used to be in her 
babyhood. 
The other one is working her 
lower jaw in order to develop the lower 
part of her face, which she thinks is not 
round and curving enough; or, if she is 
married, she wants her face to look as 
well as tlie plumi)est among her lady 
friends. There is a little book in current 
use which gives the ladies the necessary 
instructions for poking this part of the 
face and working the other, and it is this 
little book ttat is giving our women this 
novel employment. 


This manual forencom^ng the vanity 
of women also gives instruction in the art 
of developing the arms and necks and 
busts of the sex, but what it proposes for 
them to do is only, after all, what they 
are doing and have been doing always for 
their own improvement. A man exer- 
cises for his health—a woman for her 
looks. The growth of fashionable life, 
with the attendant increase of the use of 
low neck dresses, has set many and many 
hundreds of women who want to shine in 
society to racking their brains and busy- 
ing themselves toward improving their 
appearance. 
IMany women who want to 
wear low ball and dinner dresses find 
they have bothersome bones in their 
necks, 'which are quite useful in their 
way, but have no right to exixse them- 
selves just where a fair, smooth surface 
is desired.
